of age, ran up to Cross, he (Cross) be- 
ing drunk tit tho same time, when Cross 
drew a razor; another boy in the crowd 
knocked the razor from Cross1 hand, 
when tho police dispersed tlio crowd, 
and Cross and Craven went to the Dem- 
oerttie mass meeting. 
After tho meet- 


ing Cross went to a bar-room, got 
beastly 
drunk 
and remained there 


through the night.
